Quite a goodly 
number of our Brothers and _ Sisters, 
both ministers and lay members, have 
been transplanted, over on the other 
shore since last we met, but they left 
bright testimonies both in every day 
life and words that “All is well!” 
Of course, we miss their presence 
here, and their voices will not be 
heard in song or discourse in this As- 
sembly, but we can think of them 
safely housed in their mansions in 
Glory, awaiting our arrival there. I 
fancy they are even now leaning over 
the battlements of heaven watching 
our every move and listening to every 
conversation. I am speaking today as 
if in the presence of heavenly beings. 
And we have the special assurance of 
the presence of Him who said, “My 
presence shall go with thee.” I’d rath- 
er have His presence and His approval 
than to own a million worlds. We 
have had His presence and approval in 
every Assembly of the past, and I fully 
believe He will not forsake us now 
nor frown upon our deliberations. In- 
deed, we must walk softly and keep 
sweet, and have sweet fellowship and 
agreement and then we are sure of 
His presence and approbation. 

Introductory 

To think that God hag raised us up, 
and placed us in His great plan, is 
almost too good to be__—true. 
I can think of Abraham, and Moses, 
and Elijah, and the Apostles being in 
His wonderful plan, with perfect com- 
posure. I take this as a matter of 
fact and pass it by without much con- 
cern, but when | acknoWledge that we, 
here and now, are justas truly fulfill- 
ing our part of God’s great drama, my 
heart swells with great emotion, 

What more can we say than has 
been said? What more can we do than 
others have already done? But they 
had their day and now this is our day. 
We have doubtless entered the last 
scene of the last act of this stupendous 
drama, and now playing our part in it. 
Angels are our spectators; devils are 
our opposers; but this part has to be 
enacted as well as any other. 

Noah’s Part 

Noah was the master on the stage, 
directing the performers in his day, 
and he did it well. The message was 
given, for it is said he was “A preach- 
er of righteousness,” the ark was fin- 
ished, the food prepared, the animals, 
fowls, and his family were all gathered 
in, and the door was shut, then the del_ 
uge came. What a scene! .Althengh 
separated from it by a space of four 
thousand years it is even now much 
more than entertaining, and marvelous 
to behold. 

Indeed, that part of the drama 
seems so unreal. We read about it as 
history,but it is only like a dream. It 
is su un-eal, yet we acknowledge it is 
true. We can scarcely believe that 
the waters rose on an heap untjl they 
covered the highest mountain peaks 
and destroyed the last animal, the 
last fowl of the air, and the last of the 
human race except those who wert 
shut up in the walls of that floating 
palace. .But we do not doubt the 
truthfulness of history. ‘ 

The Assembly | 

We have gathered here in this Four- 
teenth Annual Assembly to perform 
our part in this same great drama. We 
are now on the stage. The immensi 
audience of unseen beings have filled 
the huge auditorium, occupying the 
well furnished boxes and _ spacious 
pews. The music has begun, the foot 
lights are all ablaze while they throw 
upon the actors the luster and hu 
avprepriate for each section; and the 
Master of ceremonies is at His post 
diveecting every thing “after the coun- 
cil of His own will.” 

As I listen, I hear Him say in a 
quiet undertone, yet plain and distinct, 
“Behold, how good and how pleasant 
it is for brethren to dwell together in 
unity.” The tenor of this short speech 
is as if it is almost a surprise.to find 
brethren dwelling together in unity, 
but calling attention to the fact as it 
is witnessed. Behold, means, to look 
at; so we infer there is something in 
sight. There are. brethren really 
dwelling together in unity. But not 
so surprising after all when we re- 
member that everything is directed 
by the same authority. There are no 
collisions in the great solar system 
although there are millions of worlds 
traveling in their orbits crossing and 
recrossing the same lines and points. 
“I know that the Lord is great, and 
that our Lord is above all gods.” 

Fourteen years have sped rapidly 
by, each year developing some phase 
in God’s economy that had been un- 
known hitherto. The first Assembly 
convinced the attendants that God ap- 
proved of the venture, and prepara- 
tions were made for a second. At the

The reformers of a few hundred years4 
ago did not know of the richness of | 
Pentecost, and the beautiful govern- 
ment of the Church of God; but they 
knew they had discovered vital godli- 
ness, and God honored their message 
and they paved the way for what we 
have today. Martin Luther, with his 
ustification by faith,” John Wesley, 
with his “sanctification and Christian 
fection,” and George Fox, with 
his demonstration of “power” by much 
“quaking and trembling,” were pio- 
neers of faith and Bible doctrine. 

But the fulness of Pentecost, with 
its “one heart and one soul” unity, 
and the government, were left for oth- 
+r explorers of Bible doctrine. But the 
lark forests of unbelief and scepti- 
cism have been penetrated, so, now, it 
is very common for people to talk in 
tongues as at pentecoSt, have their 
bodies healed by divine power when 
they get sick, and acknowledge gov- 
ernment, and submit to system and 
order, instead of every man _ doing 
what is right in his own eyes, which 
was so rigidly condemned by Moses 
in the church in the wilderness. 

During the years of special research 
we have discovered rich deposits of 
Scriptural truth. Much of this we have 
been able to practice. It has not been 
so hard to convince people of the need 
f experimental salvation, but it has 
not always been easy to get them to 
accept the plan, meet the conditions 
and get the experience. But in spite of 
all the oppositions and damnable her- 
sies that are abroad in the land, 
thousands have plunged into the foun- 
tain of cleansing, have been’ saved 
from thei: sins, sanctified wholly and 
baptized with the Holy Ghost,  evi- 
tenced by speaking with other tongues 
as the Spirit gave them utterance.. 

Government and System 

Another very difficult matter, has 
been, to convince the people of the 
need of government and system. So 
many, have been possessed with the 
spirit of anarchy—lawlessness, or the 
theory of “individual liberty.” Many 
have said, “I am going to do what the 
Lord shows me to do,” whether ® 
harmonized with the spirit of others or 
not. They have, in many cases, dis- 
regarded the instructions of the wise 
man who said, “Where no counsel is, 
the people fall: but in the multitude of 
counsellors there is safety.” (Prov.11: 
14.) A frequent expression among 
some classes has been, “I am under 
God and I will not let any man rule 
over me.’ And this, in the very face 
of the teaching of Scripture which 
says, “Obey them that have the rule 
ver you, and submit yourselves: for 
hey watch for your souls, as they 
that must give account.” (Heb. 13:17) 

But our people have made some 
rapid strides in the direction of 
government during the last few years. 
It is marvelous how our minds have 
been changed, and we have _ learned 
submission. In the minds and dispo- 
sitions of some, there have, been real 
miracles wrought. A few years ago, 
to submit to those in authority, seem- 
ed a terror to them, but now it is a 
source of pleasure. At that time when 
asked to do a thing they would say, 
“If the Lord leads,” now it is, “Just 
whatever you say, I will do my best. 
by the help of the Lord.” No spirit of 
vobellion—no self-will—no priding our- 
selves with being “holier than thou.” 
Miraculous change! 

By such submission and bowing 
to government it is not meant to ig- 
nore the leadings of the Lord. But 
for some years our ministers have 
beer’ teaching that the Spirit and the 
Word always agree. They have taught 
us that the Holy Ghost does not lead 
contrary to the Holy Scriptures. We 
have at last got this principle. instill- 
‘d, in our minds. Besides this, we 
have learned that the Scriptures 
teach that we should submit  our- 
selves one to another in the fear of 
God. (Eph. 5:21.) The younger are 
learning that they are to submit to 
the elder (1 Pet. 5:5.) whether it 
‘ust suits them every time or not. The 
Ministers are responsible for this 
humble submisson, because they have 
been teaching that the Spirit and the 
Word agree. Now, when a spirit tries 
io take possession of us that wants to 
lead us to disregard the advice of 
those who are over us in the Lord, we 
know at once that it is not the Spirit 
of the Lord. 

Another thing many of us have 
learned by experience as well as by 
‘he Word, is that, a spirit that under; 
takes to make us despise governmen 
and! disregard’ it is not the Spirit of 
the |Lord, for God is the author of 
govérnment, and any one who despises 
government despises the author of it 
of course.

It has been 
said, “A wise man changes often, but 
a fool never does.”One of the greatest 
men that the Church of God ever pro- 
duced, said of himself, I “was unknown 
by face unto the Churches of Judaea 
which were in Christ: but they had 
heard only, That he which persecuted 
us in times past now preacheth the 
faith which once he destroyed.”

Searching for Truth 

More than twenty years ago some 0! 
us started out on a pilgrimage 1” 
search of the truth. As we have ad- 
vanced along the way truth has grad- 
nally unfolded with the passing of 
years, until we have now reached ths 
present stage. We may not yet have 
the whole truth opened up to our 
vision, but we have enough for a f oun 
dation upon which we are not afraid 
to stand. We know enough to know 
that we are upon the very same solid 
nlatform upon which the Lord’s apos- 
tles stood with such undaunted courags 
that they could not be persuaded nor 
intimidated to leave it. It is a platform 
of principles that they could die for, 
but never forsake. And these same 
principles have some strong advocates 
teday who can bravely give their lives, 
if needs be, to maintain them, but they 
will never give up the faith. 

Heroes’of Faith 

We believe we have men now whe 
are possessed with such a love tor the 
Church and their brethren that if it 
should become necessary they would 
stand between those for whom they 
care, and all danger. Like Ignatius, 
one of the early fathers, they would, if 
possible, divert the blows to them- 
selves and thus protect the others. 
Speaking of Ignatius it might do hon- 
or to the worthy cause we love, to 
make mention of his heroic act. This 
worthy of the early centuries was one 
of the most eminent of the early Chris- 
tians which followed immediately after 
the apostles. He was bishop of the 
Church at Antioch in Syria. He was 
set apart to that high office in A. D. 
75, and remained over that particular 
Chureh for 32 years. It was in the 
year 115, that the Emperor Trajan

egainst he Parthians. It had always 
|b en the desire of Ignatius to suffer 
martyrdom for the sake of his Re- 
}deemer, and now fearing that the cru_ 
ity of the Emperor would be directed 
xainst the church at Antioch, he re- 
sulved to avert it by voluntarily offer- 
ing himself as a victim. He  there- 
fore, went boldly into the Emperor’s 
presence. The first words that met 
his pious ears were, “What an impious 
wretch art thou, both to transgress 
ur commands and to inveigle other 
souls into the same folly, to their 
iin?” Before the separation the Em- 
ror pronounced this sentence 
ainst him: “Since Ignatius confesses 
hat he carries within himself that 
was crucified, we command that he be 
carried bound by soldiers to great 
tome, there to be thrown to the beasts 
for the entertainment of the people.” 
He reached Rome in time for the great 
public spectacles in the amphitheatre, 
and was thrown to the wild beasts in 
the Arena, and devoured by them.

Commendation

The ex- 
perience of managing the work in the 
States by districts has been a happy 
one on the part of most of the over- 
seers, and district pastors.

I feel they deserve 
words of praise before ‘this great As- 
sembly for their untiring efforts in 
conserving the work and taking over 
new territory as well. The manner in 
~vhich some of them have proven their 
fidelity to the Assembly, by opening 
he book containing the proceedings 
and rulings of the Assembly, and ex- 
pounding them by course to the mem- 
bers in the district and other meet- 
ings, is deserving of the very highest 
laudation.

dered by the deacons, helpers, and 
members. Some of the Churches have 
put in practice the plan authorized by 
;the Assembly noted on page 36 and 
; Section six of the last minutes. This 
authorizes the classification of mem- 
bers wiih a helper to look after the 
interests of a class of ten or twelve 
members, and the deacons to watch 
over the helpers. This has proven 
ery interesting and beneficial, and it 
only needs to be fully developed, and 
persistantly prosecuted, to make the 
plan a complete success in every local 
church. I therefore advise that the 
overseers, and pastors, and deacons, 
ok a little deeper into this system 
and try to put it into more successful 
operation the coming year. This is a 
matter that will require some time 
and patience to develop it fully, put 
when fully developed and put into 
successful operation it will be a great 
factor in the conservation of the local 
church work. 


Stick to Ycur Job 

Another thing roticeable, and that is 
very gratifying, 1s that, the pastors 
have “Stuck to their Jobs” somewhat 
better than in previous years. But there 
is recom for improvement yet on the 
part of some. I hope this difficulty 
will be entirely overcome in the 
coming year. I think it well to em- 
phasize this section of last years 
1inutes by carefully reading it here: 
Sec. 5. “Pastors and their helpers will 


be expected to remain on their re- 
clive charges throughout the en- 


tire pastoral year. If any changes are 


de it should be under the direct 
upervision of the overseer of the 
state. No one should give up th 


work without giving due notice to the 
Iverseer and securing his consent 
and advice. Standing in the church will 
depend upon the observation of this 
advice.” I do not know how many of 


he Minisiers read this during the 
ast two years, but it should have 
been read by everyone. 
Financial system. 
I judge it necessary to eall attention 
briefly to the financial system. Fo: 
several years we have been feeling 


our way along on this subject, giving 
i much study, and praying earnestly 
for God to give both light and knowl- 
dge. For years, many of our people 
had been practicing tithe paying, and 
siving freewill offerings besides, but 
luring these years there was no sys- 


uiihes where he felt “ted of the Lord.” 

We have no criticism to offer, for 
ll were doing the best they knew at 
that time. In many things, in those 
avs, we were groping our way along 
in the early dawn, and we might say, 
n the dark. It° was not until at the 
eighth Annual Assembly, which con- 
vened at Cleveland, Tenn., Jan. 7-12 
1913, that it was decided the Scriptur- 
1 method of paying tithes was to pay 
them to the Church, the body of 

nrist, instead cf the haphazzard 
manner as practiced hitherto. Even ai 
that time some of our leading members 
did not see it in that light, but they 
were WISE ENOUGH to submit and 
give it a trial. F 

One year’s practice proved so sat- 
isfactory that at the Ninth Annual As- 
sembly it received a warm endorse- 
ment, and the people took to it with 
more interest and enthusiasm than in 
the past. They saw it was the Scrip 
tural order. They saw they could pay 
their tithes to the body of Christ that 
“liveth,” instead of some individual, 
‘ike the priests under the law, that 
would “die.” This was made clear by 
‘the reading, and an explanation of 
the Seventh Chapter of Hebrews. This 
plan has been made so clear _ that 
outsiders have seén it clearly and they 
want to pay tithes te the body of 
Christ, and have been doing it, when 
hey would not think of paying the 
Lord’s money to an individual. 

The above is the plan discovered for 
e paving of tithes, but the method 
of distribution was not so clear. B 
ause of less light and knowledge a 
bout the distribution; some dissatisfac- 
tion arose. Those of you who labored 
with us then remember we fell upona 
plan that we were willing to practic« 
till further Hight was given. We knew 
it wes not the perfect plan, but we felt 
it was the best we could do at the 
‘ime, and, after all, it served its pur- 
pose very well. : 

But the time came for a change. 
\Imost all that were specially inter- 
ested in the subject believed there 
should be a change in the manner of 
distribution, But not so many were 
willing to say what the change should 
ho. Fut when the subject was pre- 
sented before the Assembly, and the 
plan explained, and the reason and ex. 
venation given, along with the Scrip- 
tural proof, the minds of the breth- 
ren became pliant and it was finally 
decided to make one special change 
ond place the matter in charge of the 
Council of Elders to @ork out. Al- 
though there was some opposition to 
this for awhile, it was kept before the 
Assembly until the opposition so clear- 
ed away that on the last presentation 
there was not an opposing voice heard. 
And if there were opposers, they, like 
others in the past, were wise enough 
to remain quiet, and give a chance for 
a trial of the new ofder. 

It is weil to state here that the 
Council has not yet fully worked out 
the system and put it in practice, but 
I feel it my duty to state that they are 
still working on it, and if time can be 
given, and they can have the hearty 
co-operation of all the officials and 
members, I feel sure the question will 
be fully answered and the problem 
solved. I wish here to heartily com- 
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mention of the excellent service ren-

imend all the churches and Ministers 
|that have willingly furnisned the re- 
;quired information. But one thing 
| has hindered, and has caused delay 
in perfecting the plan, and that is, 
Some have appeared to be slothful 
in business, directly contrary to Paul’s 
advice given at Rom. 12:11. And 
while there was perhaps no intention 
on their part to delay the working out 
of the plan, yet it had its effect more 
than might be believed by those not 
directly interested. 
Ministers pay Tithes. 

Before leaving this subject I wish 
to answer one objection to the prin- 
ciple under which we have been work- 
ing the last two years. It has been 
said that under the present system, 
although it is in its crude form yet, 
the ministers are deprived of paying 
their own tithes. In reply to this ob- 
jection I wish to call attention to in- 
structions given in one or two of our 
previous Assemblies. It has generally 
been conceded by all our Bible stu- 
dents, that the Levites under the Law 
represent our ministers now. This 
tribe was to have no inheritance by 
which to make an increase upon which 
to pay tithes. But the other tribes 
were to bring their tithes into the 
store-house or treasury, and the first 
thing done by those over the treasury 
was to take out a tithe of these tithes, 
‘vhich was called the “heave-offering” 
and this “heave offering,” the tithe of 
the tithes, was to be given to the high 
priest. After this was done the re- 
iuaining nine tenths were to be dis- 
‘ributed to the brethren. But no dis- 
tribution was to be made until after 
the “theave-offering” was taken out 

id given to the high priest. Thig con- 
clusion is reached by a close study of 
ue law given at first, and in the res- 
toration under Nehemiah. Under this 
system the Levites paid tithes, but 
they did it through those who were 
over the treasuries. This is under the 
same principle that you have often 
heard about building a house. John 
Jones built a house, yet he himself 
lid not lift a piece of timber nor drive 
t nail,but he employed a carpenter 
hat did the work. He probably never 
saw any of thé work done. 


Under the system practiced. the past 
two years every minister has paid 
tithes. This will be shown by the re- 
ports later on in the Assembly. Why 
do I say this? Because the tithes be- 
long to the ministers. I have heard 
his statement made by a number of 
the speakers in the past Assemblies. 
' I say it now, I only repeat what 
has been said before. If any of the 
‘inisters have failed to receive their 
proportion of the nine-tenths, it has 
been caused by a failure somewhere 
in hearty co-operation. Those over the 
ireasuries cannot attend to the work 
nerfectly when there’ is not a re- 
sponse and co-operation on the part of 
others. And the Council cannot reg- 
wate the system perfectly while some 
who are over the treasuries refuse to 
o-operate with them. Our records at 
the office show those who have failed 
as well as those who have been faith- 
ful. 


Equal Distribution. , 

Only give the Council a chance, and 
let them have the hearty co-operation 
of all the churches, and all the mem- 
bers, and all the ministers, and I'll 
venture to say that within a reasonable 
time it can truly be said of the min 
isters ”As it is written, He that had 
cauthered much had nothing over 


vnd he that had_ gathered iit- 
tle had no lack.” Why? Be- 
cause, as it is written again, ‘But 


by an equality, that now at this time 
your abundance may be a supply for 
their want, that their abundance also 
may be a supply for your want: that 
there may be equality.” And again as 
it is written, “When I sent you**** 

cked ye anything? and they said, 
Nothing.” Why? “For the workman is 
worthy of his meat,” said Jesus, and 
cul says, “The laborer is. worthy of 
his reward,” and also, “Even so hath 
the Lord ordained that they which 
preach the gospel should live of the 
cospel.” 

In some places the minister will 
have great expense and thus he will 
‘equire an abundance, but with all 
this there will be nothing over. In 
another place the minister may not 
require so much, but there will be 
no lack. And if they are to live of the 
rospel, they will not be compelled to 
retire from their ministry and get 
mployment of some kind to make 
something to take them through the 
winter and send their children to 
school. 

Church and Government. 

Much teaching has been given in 
the past concerning the Church and 
her beautiful government, and our 
neople are becoming fairly well in- 
formed on the subject, but it is often 
good to be reminded of things we al- 
ready know, and besides this, there 
sre always new people coming in that 
need to be taught. This subject must 
have some attention given it during 
‘this Assembly. The minds of almost 
every body have been poisoned more 
or less by that old theory that people 
are “Born into the Church,” and that 
every converted person is a member. 
It is neccessary to take the Scriptures 
and blow that deceptive theory away 
quite often lest our people become en- 
tangled in it as they mix and mingle 
with people that believe that way. We 
have provided for a special discourse 
to be delivered by J. S. Liewellyn 
that is intended to give such instruc- 
tions that are needful at the present 
time. I am sure he will be able to 
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throw such a picture of the Church 


upen the cenviss, by the use of 
Scripture and lcgic, that will remove 
the veil so it will be secn plainly 


that the Church of God is truly a 
distinct body that people are added 
to instoad of born into. 


Speaking evil. 


Many pcople to-day, as well as in all 
ages speak evil of things they know 
not. One of the writers of the Bible 
tells of a class of people that made 
their appearance in Bible times that 
were kss carcful about what they 
said about people than Michael the 
arch-angel wes about Satan when he 
was engaged in a controversy with 


him over the body of Moses. This 
same kind of people are on_ the 
scene to-day, and must have some- 


thing said to them by way of warn- 
ing and instruction, We are told that 
they “speak evil of things they do 
not know: but what they know nat- 
urally, as brute beasts, in those things 
they corrupt themselves.” And _ ac- 
cording to the Word of God they are 
on their way to destruction. Now, if 
we cannot save them, which may be 
very doubtful, we want to warn those 
who are not of that class against the 
use of their words or part'cipating in 
their ways lest they become spider- 


webbed until they will never get 
loose again. This subject must have 
some attention, because of the evil 


dav end perilous time in which we 
are living, and we want to put up e@ 
light-hovse on every rock and shoal 
where there is sure to be a wreck if 
the mariners on the sea of life pass 
that way. There is danger now as well 
as in Moses’ time. There is danger 
now as well as in the days of the a- 
postles. And sometimes we think there 
may be even more danger because we 
are entering the time when the very 
best people will be deceived and de- 
coyed away from the right if it is 
possible. We therefore conclude a dis- 
course on this subject at this Ass°m 
bly will be very necessary, and in 
order, for the best interests of the 
Church, and every one concerned. 


Knowledge. 


*, There are no people on earth that 
are any more anxious and determined 
to be faithful to the cause they have 
espoused than the members of the 
great Church of God. They have all 
taken upon themselves a sacred obli- 
gation. It is their intention to be truce 
to that obligation. If they are not 
true in some cases it may be because 
of a lack of knowledge. They may not 
know just what they should do under 
the then present circumstances. But 
God, by the mouth of the prophet 
Hosea, has said, “My people are de. 
stroyed for luck of knowledge.” We 
must do our best to prevent such de- 
struction. Therefore, our people must 
be informed. They must become 
thoroughly acquainted with the doc- 
trine, and everything else necessary 
for their preservat‘on. Those who are 
capable of teaching and_ instructing 
will be held accountable before God 
if they should fail to do their duty in 
this respect. No sacrifice or money 
must be spared, and it will take a 
united effort on our part to accomplish 
this end, As a means to assist in this 
respect we have provided in the pro- 
gram for a discourse by F. J. Lee in- 
tended to reach a little farther than 
we have hitherto penetrated. Oh, that 
God may remove the veil and give us 
a better view of what it means to be 
possessed with fidelity and fealty. I 
do net know of anv time in the h'‘s 
tory of the world, when it has been 
anv rore necessary for true fidelity 
to ‘prevail then now. It is truly neces- 
sary now, because of certain prevail- 
ing influences, for God’s people to get 
together, and remain together, and en- 
joy the existence of an extremely 
clos® fellowsh’p. No time for crosses. 
No time for the least tinge of ill- 


8 ster and sister, or brother and sis- 
ter to exist. Loyalty to the Church and 
her great principles will be a sure 
p-cventive cf all such iindrances and | 
embarrassments. 


The Colored People. 


Every subject on the program is of 
the utmost importance. But it is not | 
expedient for me to call attention to! 
every one separately, however I feel it | 
my duty to mention one more. We have 
deviated from our former practice by 
giving a place on the program for 
cur cvlored brethren. We have recog- 
nized them, and loved and fellow- 
shipped them as brothers and sisters 
and members, and given them oppor- 
‘unity fur extemporaneous utterances, 
but this is the first time they have 
been given +a representation on the 
p-ogram. We fecl they are due this 
recognition. They are truly our breth- 
ren. From the mouth of the great 
apostle Paul came the sacred utter- 
ance that God “hath made of one 
blood all nations of men for to dwell 
on all the face of the earth, and hath 
determined the times before appoint- 
ed, and the bounds o: their habitation; 
hat they shculd seek the Lord, if 
heply they might feel after him, and 
find him, though he be not far from 
every one of us: for in him we live, 
nd move, and have our being.” Our 
dark skinned brothers and_ sisters 
have reecived the Holy Ghost as well 
is we, and we have long ago learned 
‘that God is no respecter of persons.” 
{In certain plaecs, and in some states 
f the United States, it is more ex- 
pedient for them to have their own 
churehes and schools separate, but 
when it comes to religion there is no 
difference, and we feel it is right for 
hem to be recognized in the Assem- 
bly. 


System of Government. 


After years of puayer, and study, 
nd rescarch, we have learned that 
G.d’s Bible‘ teaches a system of gov- 
ernment. We have learncd that it is 


1ot His plan for H’s people to be with- 
cut g ve:nment, He is strongly cpposed 
to anarehy. This was demonstrated in 
the Church in the wilderness when 

bels at different timcs were slain by 
llis wrath. It has been explained by 
the writers cf the New Testament 
Scripture Paul-and Peter and Jude 
all clearly show that God is not pleas- 
d with people that desp’se or reject 
xy vernment. He is not pleased with 
hose who refuse to yield to thse in 
uthority. He regards every office as 
being very sacred, and designs that 
the proper dignity of each position be 
maintained. So there is a degree of 
sacredness thrown around every posi- 
ion of trust. 

In the last few years we have made 
‘apid strides in the direction of per- 
fection. We do not claim to have 
fully reached the perfect standard,but 
it is evident that we are bordering on 
to the standard very closely. The 
‘mportant thing relative to this matter 
now is to put in practice what has 
been discovered and provided for by 
he Assembly. It took several times 
going around the wall of Jerich» to get 
all the doubts, and fears, and self- 
will. out of Joshua’s host so they 
could all shout together and all go 
straight up before them and obey the 
-ommand without knowing the reason 
for it. But finally it was accomplished 
end Jericho was taken. It takes some 
time for us to get rid of our old tra- 
litional ideas and forms. A few of us 
‘ave been so steeped in democratic 
or republican rule that it is not easy to 
whip ourselves around to theocratic 
and submit wholly to this torm. 

But it is certainly true that we are 
now nearer the place in government 
that we can give ourselves more to 
‘orking efter the spiritual interests 
f the Church, and the evangelistic 
vork. The problem of government 
hes been largely solved. The principle 
*s laid cut until we only have to apply 
ourselves to it end do the other work. 
nr pert on this line now is LOYAL- 
TY, while we take care of all the in 
terests where the Church has been 
stablished. end push on into new 
territory and bombard Satan’s strong- 
! lds with bombs of Bible truth, rout 
him from his pos‘tions and capture 
the men and women for Jesus and His 
“hurch.

Some Hindrances 
With en humble submiss‘on on our 
yart, end a zealous willingness to 
work where we are placed, what can 
recor plished in another year can 
herdly be imagined now. There have 
‘een some disadvantages to over- 
me the past two years that I trust 
“ill net show up hereafter. A part of 
the system being new we have found 
uvselves somewhat awkward and 
have probably made some slight blun-. 
lers, so there is room for improve- 
ment. The repert forms are to be 
‘oveloped. The keeping vf records is 
to be improved. The financial system 
s to be worked out more fully, so that 
“ll our ministers can be provided for 
snd kept on the field. I feel safe in 
saying that all these matters of gov- 
rnment will have due attention, and 
on effort will be made to bring every 
department up to the standard. 


The Ministrv. 


Experience of past years teaches us 
that it will be necessary to becom: 
core strict in our examinations for 
he ministry. We have been patient, 
end have borne with what seems to 
have been carelessness on the part of 
‘any in filling out their examination 
certificates. Hereafter such apparent 
carelessness will be taken into con 
sideration in making examinations, 
and when questions are not answered. 
or not,zanswered correctly, each point 
will Rint to disqualify the applicant 
for the ministry. We have made the 
-xaminations comparatively easy, but 
past experience teaches us that it will 
be necessary to make them a little 
closer. Besides answering the 99 
questions there are reasons which de- 
mand a closer and more careful ex- 
amination and drilling in doctrine. 
There must be some better way to 
know when applicants are qualified 
*>y the ministry. This wll be deter- 
mined however, by the examining 
council and is not necessarily a mat- 
ter for ecnsideration in the Assembly, 
it onlv being necessary to place 
the subject before the Assembly as 
a matter of informetion. 











Unity broken 
In apostolic days it was common 


for unity and harmony to prevail. 
There were occasionally some slight 
differences, but there was no real 
break until at the Nicean Council 
which conyened in the year 325. But 
when the break came it was an open- 
ing wedge for still greater and more 
plentiful divisions. Then followed the 
introduction of creeds which have 
been the means of separating the 
very closest of friends. From that day 
until this the visage of the Christian 
religion has been marred. She has 
ever carried the wound made by that 
historic Assembly. The wound has 
never fully healed. ‘ The Lord’s people 
are still separated. But we have now 
reached the time of ingathering, when 
the sheep that have been scattered 
and wandering upon hill and moun- 
tain, are coming to the one fold in the 
top of the mountain of God’s holiness. 
Thousands have said good by to 
creeds that caused heartaches and di- 
vision and have taken up the blessed 
ld Bible and pressed it to their bos- 
oms and exclaimed, By this I will be 
guided, to this I will submit no matter 
what the sacrifice—no matter what 
the cost to this sacred volume will I 
cling and dwell with those that wholly 
follow its precepts. And this always 
means that such honest sincere chil- 
dren of God will involuntarily come 
closer and closer together until they 
clasp glad hands in the great Church 
f God.

I wonder if the in- 
habitants of glory will not say, Is this 
Nacmi, and Ruth her daughter-in-law 
with her?

‘> undertake such a proiect, but the 
iced of such an institution is staring 
‘s in the face and should begin to 
aim our attention. Surely it will not 
he long until God will touch some 
hodv’s heart who has the money, and 
toad them to supply this much needed 
‘nstitution. The little that has been 
done in this direction has been quite 
’ burden. but surely when the time is 
ipé, end God is leading, the burden 
‘vill disappear and it will be a pleas- 
ure for the Church as a whole to 
‘eunch the institution and operate it in 
a manner that will be successful. 


It Is truly heart rending to think of 
little children and babies, whose par- 
ents have loved and served the church 
feithfully, heving to be Icft in this 
cold world without father, without 
mother, and thrust out among strang- 
ers for care and training, all because 
the Church of God has no institution 
whore they can be taken. We ought 
to be able to care for our own, and 
instead cf having our own dear chil- 
dren placed in institutions where they 
‘ll be trained contrary to the Church 

f God, we should be able to reach out 
a tender hand of love and mercy, and 
take in others and train them for God 
and His beautiful Church. We want 
to prove to men and angels that we 
have sympathetic hearts and have the 
same Spirit of our great Head who 
said, “Suffer little children to come 
unto me, and, forbid them not:

Heresy 


It has been said that the time to 
prepare for war is in the time of peace. 
It has also been said that an ounce 
of preventive is worth more than a 
pound of cure. If we are not fully pre- 
pared to wage a victorious warfare 
against heresy it is fully time for us 
to make the necessary preparations. 
And definite steps should be taken to 
prevent heresy from springing up a- 
mong us. The early fathers spent 
much time in refuting the arguments 

f heretics. They knew that heresy 
would lead to disruption and cause 
division sooner or later. The farther 
they got from the apostles by the 
passing of time the more heresy in- 
creased. 


While this vile enemy is running 
rampant in the land, doing his deadly 
work, we have had but little trouble 
with it in the Church. Making a mis- 
tike in d'viding Scripture is not heresy 

vhen it is merely because of a lack of 

knowledge. Unintentional teaching 
that is contrary to sound doctrine is 
nt necessarily heresy. But we very 
much desire that all of our teachers 
hold steadfastly to the Apostles’ doc- 
tine, and teach that which they know 
the Chureh stands for rather than 
venture into something that will be 
detrimental to the cause we love. 
Hferesy is an opinion or doctrine at 
yvaniance with fundamental truths 
ecuimonly received by the Church as 
wthodes, especially if leading to divi- 
sicn. It is the division we must pre- 
vent. Individuals may get up some 
‘heretical notions and have to be ex- 
cluded, but there must be no divisions. 
We are too near the end when the Lord 
will come for us to tolerate or even 
expect divisions. Nay, we are gather- 
ing together instead of dividing. But 
we must be on our guard, and not al- 
low any one to creep in and remain 
‘het will cause any trouble of this 
kind. There is more danger now than 
‘here was a few years ago. When a 
heretic is found it is our duty to deal 
with him according to instructions 
given by Paul—after the first and 
second admonition ieject him. 


Sed:tion 


it hardly seems necessary to men- 
tion sedition, that Paul designates as 
a work of the flesh, but it is so close- 
ly connected with heresy that I judge 
it necessary to give it some attention. 
The word defined means simply “the 
stirring up of opposition to lawful 
authority.” To make it fuller we might 
say it is “a going aside,” or any con- 
duct tending toward rebellion. Excite- 
ment of discontent against the govern- 
ment, or of resistance to lawful 
authority. In the Church of God it 
would mean for one or more of the 
members to oppose the accepted teach 
ing of the Church and ruling of the 
Assembly, and use their influence in 
stirring up opposition thereto, which 
would have a tendency to cause divi- 
sion. 


We may not be expecting any of our 
members to become guilty of such a 
erime, but men crept in in olden 
times that caused such trouble, and 
they may try to slip in on us in the 
same way. It is our purpose to be on 
the watch tower, and ready to meet 
any seditionary that may make his ap- 
pearance. In giving instructions ela. 
tive to this subject Paul says, “Now 
I beseech you, brethren, mark them 
which cause divisions and offences con- 
trary to the doctrine which ye have 
learned; and avoid them. (Turn away 
from them R.V.) For they that are such 
serve notour Lord Jesus Christ; * * * 
and by good words and fair speeches 
deceive the hearts of the simple.” The 
next verse shows that perfect obedi- 
ence is required. A sedicious person, 
then, is to be avoided, because he is 
dangerous to good government, and a 
hindrance to the blessed work of 
Uhrist, and does not serve Him in 
truth. 


The spirit of the Master is described 
n the beautiful language of Paul where 
he says, “Now I beseech you, brethren, 
|by the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
‘that ye allspeak the same thing, and 
|that there be no division among you; 
but that ye be perfectly joined to- 
gether in the same mind and in the 
seme judgment.” And truly, His body. 
the Church, must be possessed with 
the same spirit—unity; no division; no 








seditious conversation. 
Not Representative. 
This Assembly is not what is called 
a “representative body.” It never has 
been a representative body and per- 
haps it never will be a representative 
body. To make a representative body 
would make it more like a re'| 
public than a_ theocracy. I do | 
not know of any Scripture, either’ 
precept or example, to prove that 
it should be a representative body. | 
If there is, I am willing to learn, ' 
but I have failed to find it. To 
make it a representative body would 
have a tendency to create factions. 
For instance, in explanation of my 
meaning: Suppose each church should 
have the right to send a representa- 
tive. Then syppose each church should 
instruct their delegates to support 
certain measures they want adopted. 
Take it by states or districts and the 
same principle would prevail. Repre- 
sentatives would scarcely ever be 
free in the spirit to work for the good 
of the Church as a whole, because 
they would feel under obligations to 
support the claims and desires of their 
state, district or Church. The next 
thing to follow would be conventions 
held prior to the Assembly, to elect 
their representatives; and the meas- 
ures would be adopted and the repre- 
sentatives instructed accordingly. To 
follow this method would give a 
splendid opportunity to exercise self- 
ishness, and there would be a temp- 
tation at least to want measures a- 
dopted to best suit that paricular state 
or district with a disregard to the best 
interests of other states and places, 
and the general good of the Church. 


The Church of God is not a Church 
by countries, or by states, or districts. 
It is the Church everywhere. In the 
early centiries it became a common 
thing for the church to be mentioned 
as the eastern and western churches. 
And instead of all holding to Jerusa- 
lem as headquarters, their work was 
divided up until there was a Jerusa- 
lem headquarters, and a western 
head-quarters, and later other Jerusa- 
lem’s were established. But we must 
not pattern after them. Our pattern 
is'the very beginning of the Church 
during the lifetime of the Apostles. 
The ‘Assembly at Jerusalem. This As- 
sembly was composed of the Apos- 
tles, and elders, and the whole 
Church. And instead of sending chos- 
en men from the different churches or 
countries as representatives to this 
Assembly, the Assembly sent chosen 
men out from that body to deliver the 
decrees, or carry the information to 
all the local churches. The represen- 
tatives went the other direction. We 
cannot afford to turn ‘around and 
work contrary to the practice of the 
Apostles and early Church. 


The Council 


When the Assembly authorized the 
appointment cf twelve Bishops three 
years ago for counsellors for the Gen- 
oral Overseer there was nothing said 
about this body being a representative 
body. It was only meant to pattern af- 
ter the practice of the early Church 
and for a strength and stay for the 
General Overseer. . When they were 
selected there was no thought of coun- 
try or territory. It was meant to se- 
lect men that had the General interest 
of the Church at heart with whom the 
General Overseer can counsel. The 
General Overseer has no preference 
concerning territory. He is as much 
interested in the churches located in 
the Bahama Islands as those of Texas; 
he is as much interested in those in 
North Carolina. as in those of Ohio: 
he is as much interested in those in 
Florida as those of Tennessee. There 
's no difference. The Church is one 
everywhere. The councilors were se- 
lected with the same principle in view 
[if there is one member in that coun- 
cil that does not conform to that 
principle I want him dismissed. The 
ne who happens to have his home in 
illinois is not in the Council to repre- 
sent his particular state. The one 
who resides in Louisiana is not expect- 
ed to be any more interested in for- 
warding the work in his state than in 
Maryland. The one who hales from 
Georgia is not expected to give coun- 
sel specially suited to the desires of 
the people of Georgia any more than 
any other state. These councilors are 
not to be narrow like that. They are 
to be broad and world wide.Oversedts 
ff states and districts are to work 
with all their might for the upbuild- 
ng of the Church in their respective 
fields of labor, but not so with the 
General Overseer and his councilors, 
mly as the wide-world is considered 
their field. These councilors are not 
expected to show favors to any terri- 
tory and neglect other territory. I re- 
peat that they are not representatives 
of any territory, but they are counc'l- 
ors to the General Overseer. Not one 
of them would dare try to influence 
the General Overseer to show partiali- 
ty anywhere. These men are to no- 
ble and broad minded to sioop to such 
a program. They know the Church is 
the Church everywhere and all busi- 
ness is to be done without partiality. 
Love for God and His Church is the 
skgan, and this means to serve 
faithfully without partiality. 


The Councitors, as a council, are not 
expected to frame and present meas- 
ures to be adopted at the- Assembly 
ndependent of the General overseer, 
but in council there may be measures 
framed for presentation to the Assem- 
bly by and through the General Over- 
seer. It should be\emphasized that 
these counselors are not a body to 
themselves to represent the people, 
but they are selected for counselors 
and assistants to the General Overseer 
after a similar order that the presi- 
dent’s cabinet composed of eight men 
are counselors to the president ot the 
United States. 


Almost, if not all governments, from 
Israel under Moses down to the pres- 
ent time have provided for counselors 
to their chief executives, Different 
governments have’ different ntimbers. 
Moses was ordered:by God Himself to 
select seventy. Jesus selected twelve 
to be with Him: -The number that 
composed the copneit that: assisted 
James in the early Church is unknown.

This statement is verified 
by sketches of history outside the 
Bible,and there are Scriptural pas- 
sages that indicate the same view. 

An Epistle from St. Clement ad- 
dressed to James has been preserved 
to us. St. Clement begins his letter 
thus “Clement to James, the Lord’s 
brother and the bishop of bishops, who 
rules Jerusalem, the holy Church of 
the Hebrews, and the Churches ey- 
erywhere excellently founded by the 
providence of God, with the elders and 
deacons, and the rest of the brethren, 
peace be always.” This is that James 
around whom clustered the elders 
whom we call councilors. 


Purpose ~ 

Our purpose now is the same that 
it has been in all previous Assemblies. 
We have always claimed that the As- 
sembly is not a legislative body, but 
a body for the purpose of searching 
out and preparing for practice the 
laws already made. To say we have 
been successful is only a mild way of 
expression. The hundreds of churches 
established in many places and in suc- 
cessful operation, and the thousands 
of happy members rejoicing in a Sa- 
vior’s love, is the answer. There may 
be other laws and deeper depths to 
discover and explore, but we have 
promised to walk in the light, and as 
the light shines on ahead we will go.

“Hast thou not known? hast thou 
not heard, that the everlasting God, the 
Lord, the Creator of the ends of the 
arth, fainteth not, neither is weary?

Even the youths 
shall faint and be weary, and the 
young men shall utterly fall: But they 
that wait upon the Lord shall renew 
their strength; they shall mount up 
with wings as eagles; they shall run 
and not be weary; and they shall walk, 
and not faint.” But listen, and let God 
speak: “Keep silence before me, O 
islands; and let the people renew their 
strength.” Listen! He speaks again, 
“Let them come near; then let them 
speak.” We are coming very near to 
Him for we are members of His body, 
therefore we speak. But listen, one 


more word comes from our God, this 
‘ime directed specially to us, the

‘hou not; for I am with thee: be not 
dismayed; for I am thy God: I will 
strengthen thee; yea I will help thee; 
{ will uphold thee with the right hand

thet is formed against thee shall pros- 
per; and every tongue that shall rise 
»gainst thee in judgement thou shalt 
condemn.” 


These are God’s promises to the 
grand old Church of God. Who would 
not want to be a member? How many 
are glad you are members now? Yes, 
{ am glad I am a member. You are 
glad. you are members. Our joy over 
this one thing abides and abounds. 
But our beloved mother—the Church— 
has been made to hang her head with 
shame because of unwise actions of 
some of her sons and daughters. They 
have brought reproach and disgrace 
upon her fair head. This is sad in- 
deed, but I feel pressed in my spirit 
to mention this here and now as a 
warning for the future. 


But what is it that 1s so dreadful? 
What has occurred that has caused 
such a reference here? Would to God 
it was unnecessary to present a theme 
hat is so obnoxious. The fact of it is, 
that, both men and women who have 
mee been shining lights in the Church, 
and some of them who have handled 
he sacred Word so successfully that 
hey have influenced many in the right 
way and led them to Christ and His 
Church, have become inflamed with 
nassion and lust and fallen into the 
1et laid by Satan__undue intimacy 
with the oposite sex. We are made to 
blush with shame as we are compelled 
to acknowledge the truthfulness of 
his statement. I must raise my voice 
-gainst the awful sins and crimes of 
the past year. The guilty ones as far 
°s8 are known have been dealt with 
‘nd put out of the way, but their souls 
may writhe in hell, and many innocent 
ynes are forced into sadness and dis- 
tress. 


But draw the curtain and hide the 
scene. It is too unpleasant to keep in 
‘he open. Hide it for very shame! I’ve 
said enough, you know what I mean. 
But, beloved, we must take a bolder 
stand against the evil that forces it- 
self into our very presence. Listen! 
Brother, put your hand on that dyna- 
mo. Now wait a moment! By 
means of that dynamo a mysterious 
power becomes mine—beconies yours. 
we call it electricity, but no one knows 
what it is. We only know that if we 
treat it in the right way, it will enable 
us to do wonderful things. It will work 
our mills, and light our houses and our 
streets and run our cars. It will enable 
man to do more than any other power 
that has been discovered. But at the 
same time, if you treat it in’ the 
wrong way, it will strike you dead. 


Now, there is anviier power, very 


|much like it in results. There is a 


mysterious feeling that men have for 
women and women have for men. 
Treat that right and it will bless your 
life and ennoble it, and make you 
many times more than you could ever 
be without it. But treat that feeling 
wrong, and it will curse you, and 
blast your life and kill your immortal 
soul! 

Heed the warning end be ennobled 
by adhering to Paul’s instructions to 
Timothy. Treat the elder women as 
mothers and the younger as sisters. 
Be men, be noble men! Have Chris- 
tian fellowship, but do not become too 
intimate. And by the grace of God 
we will rise above the reproach. We 
will be noble men and women. The 
Church shall not suffer defeat and 
shame on account of the ill conduct 
of devil deluded men and women. 
They must cease their pernicious ways 
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or suffer the ‘consequences. The 


Church shall not-be a cloak to hide 
such evil practices. If men do not 
know how to behave themselvés and 
keep in their proper places in their 
relation to women they are not worthy 
of membership.

Another matter that should claim our 
attention at the Assembly is the ar- 
rangement for the time and place to 
hold the Assembly in the future. 


The first one was held in a little 
cottage home in N. C., and our good 
Sister Tilly cooked and served the en- 
tire Assembly. The second was held 
at Union Grove, about ten miles out 
from Clevland, then it was moved to 
Cleveland where it was heldfrom year 
to year until it was decided our 
quarters would have to be enlarged, 
and a committee was appointed to lo- 
cate and prepare a place. After making 
investigations and giving the matter 
careful consideration they purchased 
the building at Harriman, Tenn., 
which was used for two successive 
years very satisfactory. But the time 
has come now for another change. It 
will be necessary for us to make some 
disposition of the matter at this As- 
sembly. 


It has been believed by some that 
it would be good to move the Assem- 
bly from City to City as a means 
of spreading the influence and teach- 
ing more rapidly. But we do not have 
the assurance of getting an auditorium 
at places and times we would want. 
Joseph and Mary could not find room 
“in the inn” and Jesus was born in 
a stable instead of a palace. 

It is almost useless for us to try to 
have the Assembly in the central 
parts of any city. We had just as well 
prepare for meeting out where we 
will not disturb people by our shouts, 
music and hallelujahs. John the Bap. 
tist preached out in the wilderness 
and attracted the crowds to him. The 
people left their palatial homes and 
business centers and went out where 
the great preacher demonstrated the 
truth he preached. There was room 
for him outside the city. 


Taking everything into considera- 
tion we believe the time has come 
for us to select a place out on some 
street car line about Chattanodga or 
some other place and begin to prepare 
a place for national and world-wide 
camp meetings and not only have the 
Assembly there once a year, but have 
two camp meetings a year besides. 
We had just as well prepare for “big 
things” for they are pushing them- 
selves upon us. - 


Our expences have been great, but 
it is not a matter of expense any 
more, it is getting the work done. 
The world must be evangelized. The 
Church must be extended and the 
souls already saved must be fed 80 
they can grow, and prepare for the 
coming of the Lord. Many of our mem- 
bers are isolated and cannot attend 
the regular weekly meetings, they 
need a place to go to'two or three 
times a year where they can’ gather 
for ten days or more to get their 
souls refreshed and _ strengthened. 
Great meetings of this nature have al- 
ways proved to be great blessings. It 
was at the time of a great gathering 
together of the Jews when the Holy 
Ghost fell so wonderfully and swept 
in probably near ten thousand souls 
as they met tcgether day after day. In 
those days it was said that the multi- 
tudes were of one heart and one 
soul. It was at that time the Church 
flourished so wonderfully. We expect 
for it to flourish in the last days as 
much or more. 


We must not be afraid to spend our 
money for the sake of the extention 
cf the gospel. It has to go and we 
must take it. The work has to be done 
and we must do it. The fellowship 
must be strengthened and we must en- 
courage it. One heart and one soul 
must prevail. The Bible prophecies 
must be fulfilled. And we must get a 
little closer together in spirit and 
faith for our mutual benefit. We must 
get so fastened together during this 
Assembly that nothing can pull us a- 
part for another year. Our hearts and 
lives must be blended. Our interests 
must remain the same. Knit together 
in love is the Bible expression. And 
we surely are that way now, perhaps 
more than we know. God seems to be 
breathing His love upon us this mo- 
ment. He is preparing us for the com- 
ing of our Bridegroom. We can say 
with the wise man in his songs, “Let 
him kiss; me with the kisses of his 
mouth: for thy love is better than 
wine. Because of the savour of thy 
good ointments thy name is as oint- 
ment poured fourth: therefore do the 
virgins love thee.” And it has been 
said that nobody loves like the people 
that attend the great Assemblies of 
the Church of God. We will surely 
convinee the world if we keep this 
up a few more years for Jesus said 
“By this shall all men know that ye 
are my disciples, if ye have love one 
to another.”
